The plain fact 

is that the three 

traditional-“‘Rs,”’ 

reading, 'riting and ‘rithmetic, are 

slowly but surely being reduced to 

two—reading and ’riting. And, to 

be sure, there are critics who say 

we don’t do much of a job in 
those two fields. 

Latest statistics have horrified 
educators in’ general and scien- 
tists more specifically. It likely 
will shock the average American 
to know that every year more and 
more high schools drop the teach- 
ing of mathematics. They just 
don’t teach the subject. And, since 
most state universities by law 
must admit all graduates of ac- 
credited high schools, the students 
get into college. To be sure, they 
have conditions. But the state uni- 
versities, harassed by shortages 
and by the fact they cannot set 
up any standards for admission, 
must take the Cretins along with 
the others. And colleges, too, are 
finding ways to permit a student 
to get through with mighty little 
math. 

Latest surveys show that some- 
where between 25 and 30 per 
cent of American high schools to- 
day offer no physics or chemis- 
try. A lesser percentage offers no 
math at all. 


Deserts 


Thereby, say the scientists, who 
fear for the nation’s security, 
great educational desert areas 
are being created in which there 
is a tragic loss of potential science 
and engineering students. Hun- 
dreds of thousands, of American 
boys and girls never get a chance 
to learn mathematics and to dis- 
cover for themselves what tal- 
ents they have in that field. 


While about 30 per cent offer 
little or no math, a whopping 40 
per cent of all high schools today 
provide no foreign language or 
Latin course. 

Government and_ educational 
leaders alike realize that a great 
educational crisis is building up 
in this country because of the 
great increase in enrollment and 
the decrease in teacher supply. A 
tidal wave of new pupils, accu- 
rately estimated on the basis of 
children born, even now is begin- 
ning to lap at the doors of our 
elementary and secondary schools. 

Under the pressure of too many 
pupils and not enough teachers, 
the trend has-been to drop those 
courses which are, in @ sense, 
hard and for which not too many 
students would volunteer anyhow. 
The result is an acute shortage 
today in the fields of science and 
engineering. Graduates of science 
and engineering schools can step 
from the college door into jobs 
paying from $8,000 to. $10,000 and 
the opportunities for rapid finan- 
cial advancement are good. 


Future 


With the continuing increase in 
{industrialization, with automation 
sure to increase, the man with a 
technical education is assured of 


‘a profitable future. In fact, more 


than ever in‘our history, it is 
possible today to say that the fu- 
ture belongs to the educated. 

All sorts of new developments 
crop up in what is in fact an ed- 
ucational revolution. Top techni- 
cal schools, for example, have re- 
cently established courses in the 
humanities in their curriculums. 
Justly famed MIT and California 
Tech are prime examples. They 
were so moved to do because 
they discovered, in checking the 
successes of their alumni, that 
while they were almost all doing 
well, too few had attained top po- 
sitions of management. These jobs 
are being held, for the most part, 
by men who had come up through | 
the ranks or by men whose educa- 
tional: backgrounds included the 
humanities. In either case, the 
top management men hada 
knowledge of living: and of people 
as well as making a living. 

The future is sure to see the 
35-hour work week. With more 
and more leisure ahead it is im- 
portant to know how to live. Our 
present statistics of crowded men- 
tal institutions, the tremendous 
addiction to sleeping pills, and the 
vogue of psychiatry indicate the 
problem is a. serious sne. 

At any rate, education is a big- 
ger topic than a national highway 
system, and more pressing than 
the Eden-Eisenhower issues. The 
state and the community which 
aren't planning for more and bet- 
ter education are condemning 
their present and future genera- 
tions to a second-rate status,

The difficulty of attaining economy in 
school operations was well illustrated 
Monday by a resolution approved by the 
House of Representatives. 

The privileged measure requested that 
the Georgia Accrediting Commission set 
the average daily attendance accreditation 
of high schools at 60. Effective this school 
commission had 


year, the accrediting 
raised the attendance requirement from 
60 to 100. ; 

The accrediting commissions. action 
tends to force consolidations of small 


school districts that now cost all out of 
proportion when compared to the. larger 
schools. These expensive operations are 
an indulgence that we can ill afford 
at a time when the demands of educa- 
tion are mushrooming. 

It would be well and good to maintain 
these smaller:schools if the state could 
afford it and if there were enough teach- 
ers to go around. Neither of these con- 
ditions exists 


It would be all right, too, if the local 
communities wanted to foot their share 
of pupil costs. They do not. These 
snail expensive operations are main- 


tained through failure to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Educa- 
tion on a current basis. 

Another measure proposed by the 
Legislative Economy Committee that 
would limit state participation in local 
school financing is bottled up in Senate 
committee. It is expected to die there. 

Meanwhile, the larger counties where 
school enrollments are growing must dig 
deeper to support inadequate facilities as 
well as to support the inefficient and cost- 
ly local systems who refuse to consoli- 
date or to bear their just share of the 
burden. 

The current system of school financ- 
ing is extravagant and completely unfair. 
It is holding up educational progress in 
the state and making it more and more 
impossible each year to meet the mini- 
mum needs. As long as it exists, there will 
be more and more demands for funds to 
keep up costly operations at the expense 
of those communities whose own prob- 
lem of keeping up becomes greater each 
yea!

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Government Expenses 
Are Still on Upgrade 


President Eisenhower pointed with 
pride in his economic report to Congress 
to the fact that his administration had 
restricted public expenditures and cur- 
tailed government activities that could be 
handled as well or better by private enter- 
prise. 

The actual facts don’t bear this out to 
the letter. They aren't exactly true if 
comparative totals mean anything. Gov- 
ernment expenditures other than the 
military steadily have been increasing 
under the Eisenhower administration. 

For instance, in January 1955, the 
President put the outlay for the year end- 
ing June 30 at $62,400,000,000. The figure 
already is up to $64,300,000.000. For fi 
cal 1957, starting in July, it is $65,900,- 
000.000. 

Government expenditures, other than 
the military, have jumped more than 3 
per cent since 1950 to hit the highest 
figure in history. 

Fortunately, however, the tax receipts 
side of the budget has been increasing, 
too. In January 1955, the budget put tax 
collections at $60,000,000,000 for this fiscal 


year. The new estimate is $64,500,000,- 
000. The fiscal 1957 figure is $66,300,- 
OULU.

Bitter Words Serve 
No Useful Purpose 


On the first day of the present session of Con- 
gress the chaplain of the Senate in his invocation 
said: “‘May those who sit in the exalted seats of 


this historic chamber speak always with due caution and humility, 
knowing that their words are not their own but are heard in all the 


earth.” 


We should consider well his prayer. 


In this age of rapid communi- 
cation the members of Congress 
speak not only to their colleagues 
or to their constituents back home. 
Their words are heard around the 
world. Free men on distant shores 
find inspiration and hope in the 
utterances of American leaders. 
And every day there are also men 
behind the curtains of tyranny who 
analvze the words of Congress and 
clutch at those evidences of dis- 
unity and discord. 

So every word spoken in Con- 
gress should be a measured and 
thoughtful word, calculated not only 
for the instruction of Americans but 
also for America’s friends through- 
out the earth. For these words, if 
they are just and honorable and 
bespeak goodwill, may accomplish 
more than any of us can know. 

In this election year there will 
be much speaking. Some words 
will be foolish, some unkind, some 
untrue, some will be so extremely 
partisan that they kindle distrust 
and ridicule. ‘‘Words are cheap.”’ 
Yes, but ill-spoken words may also 
be extremely costly. Malicious 
words may kindle the heat of pas- 
sion at home but they may also 
fan the dangerous flames of many 
a foreign propaganda furnace. So 
the prayer of the Senate chaplain

is tremendously important: ‘Their 
words are not their own, but are 
heard in all the earth.” 

Of course, the words of Congress- 
men have a _ world-wide signifi- 
cance. Yet, it is true that the 
words of all of us have the possi- 
bilities of creating either goodwill 
or discord. None of our words are 
completely our own. Words of 
prejudice and bitterness breed 
hatred. Words of conciliation and 
trust breed harmony and joy. 

I shall not suggest a pattern for 
the Congressmen to follow but 
there is a little formula which I 
try to follow.

Sets Speed Records 


By JEANNE HIGGINS 


A cake baked in the length of time once required by a three- 
minute egg is one trick of the most revolutionary development 
in home cooking since the introduction of electricity. 

Cooking with electrons is no longer a thing of the future. 


The first electronic range for 
the home, introducing a new 
timetable in food preparation, 
was shown here Wednesday, It 
broils bacon on a paper plate 
in 90 seconds, bakes a potato 
in five minutes, cooks a five- 
pound beef roast in 30 minutes 
(this would ordinarily require 
nearly three hours), and heats 
coffee directly in the cup. 


Besides setting speed rec- 
ords, the range practically 
eliminates pot-holders, cuts 


downondishwashing, de- 
creases shrinkage of food and 
saves vitamins and minerals. 
MICROWAVES 

How does it do it? With 
inicrowaves bent on revolu- 
tionizing cooking, and with the 
capacity for doing so. 

It seems the microwaves 
transmit ultra-high-frequency 
currents, generating heat in the 
food itself. Temperature con- 
trols are eliminated. All you do 
is turn the switch to high or 
low speed, set a timer’ dial 
which measures both minutes 
and now much-needed seconds, 
and the food automatically se- 
Jlects its own cooking or bak- 
ing temperature. 

The food is cooked done in 
seconds minutes at the 
most). the container is 
warmed only slightly by the 
heat from the food, not from 
the range. 

The range, manufactured by 
Tappan and demonstrated by 
Fd Strain of Hogansville, is a

compact chrome unit that can 
be built-in or stacked on cab- 
inets. A card file of more than 


400 detailed recipes in 18 food 
categories is built into the bot- 
tom of the oven, called a range 
because of its use for many 
foods formerly cooked only on 
surface burners. 

FOUR CONTROLS 


There are four controls, one 
knob for turning on and off, 
one for high and low, a timer 


and a control for the super- 
speed coil element for brown- 
ing 

set on high, more than two 
billion microwaves enter the 
food every second. Low speed 
reduces this amount to one- 
third. The range automatical- 


ly cuts off when cooking is com- 
pleted 

Large cuts of meat, particu- 
larly, are cooked on low in or- 
der that more browning will 
take place during cooking. 
WALLS COOL 

Except when the browning 
unit has been on for a period 
of time, even the oven walls 
remain cool to the touch. The 
walls of the oven reflect the 
microwaves and the dish trans- 
mits them. Only the food ab- 


sorbs them and becomes. 


heated. - 

Engineers. say that perhaps 
the simplest parallel to micro- 
wave cooking is what happens 
when the sun's rays stream 
through a window. Although 
you felt the warmth, the glass 
in the window remains rela- 


tively cool. 

The food gets hot because of 
the friction created by the food 
molecules as they rearrange 
themselves under the influence 
of microwaves, It does not cre- 
ate any physical changes in the 
food except those normally pro- 
duced by heat. 

Cooking may be done even 
in finest’ china, except in the 
case of gold leaf design. Prac- 
tically all cooking is done with- 
out water, 

There is no additional cost of 
operation and no special in- 
stallation is needed. 

The electronic range will be 
demonstrated to the public 
Tuesday and Wednesday, at 
noon, 2 p.m. and 4 p.m., in 
the auditorium of the Georgia 
Power Co. at the corner of For- 
syth and Alabama streets.

In the Blitz 


Ordinarily I don’t devote more than 10 minutes a day to 
mooning over my what-might-have-been’s. It's not a sport I 
find particularly rewarding. 

But for two or three days now I’ve been hearing things which 
make me mighty discontented over what I didn’t do last Satur- 
day night. I didn’t hear Dame Myra Hess, the famed British 
pianist who gave a concert at the Woman’s Club. 

And from all accounts, there was something special and won- 
derful about that concert. Usually when a concert is over, its 
over and except for your music-loving friends who drop an ap- 
preciative phrase or two, you don’t find anybody revelling in the 
memory of the concert. 


The strange thing about the Hess concert is that numbers 
of people are still talking about it. They tell me the audience 
gave her a standing ovation when she walked out on the stage 
and that it would have stuck with her all night if she had 
elected to play so long. 


“When there was a shift in movement in the music,” a 
friend of mine reported, ‘‘you would feel people move very 
quietly in their seats. I never saw such concentration—not an 
emotional flop-over, you understanéd—but profound concentra- 
tion.’’ 


She was, I knew from the papers, an aging musician who 
had been tapped by the late King of England for the highest 
honor accorded a woman commoner—that of dame commander 
of the empire. One of her greatest admirers admitted freely 
that she wasn’t the greatest pianist he ever heard. And yet her 
performance affected him more deeply. 

I was curious enough to call a woman who, someone told 
me, has known Dame Myra well for many years. I wanted to 
ask just what it is a stocky little woman in her 60s does to an 
audience.

‘“‘They weren’t sure the working people would come to listen 
to high-brow music,’’ Mrs. Mansfield said. ‘‘But Myra was. 
She knew that in time of great trouble people are seeking 
something Aigher and bigger than themselves. Music gave 
them solace and strength. They came by the thousands and 
jammed the gallery for 1,700 concerts.” 


Dame Myra gave 130 of those concerts herself and attended 
all the others. When the gallery was shot away, they moved to 
the bomb shelter in the basement. When the bombs fell all around 
them, they played on. 


Dame Myra, Mrs. Mansfield says, is modest and gentle and 
unassuming, but she is a person of such strength and vitality that 
her concert was ‘“‘shot through with light, transcendent, with a 
quality that took you off this earth.’’ 

I didn’t hear her. I wish I had, because there was one thing 
more Mrs. Mansfield said about her that I liked. She has, she 
said, borrowing the phrase from somewhere, ‘‘a kind of courteous 
heart.”’
